burden of this reform should be 
thrown upon the laboring man. 
Surely the employer, if he would 
take a comprehensive view of his 
own interests, would be as much 
benefited by arbitration as the em- 
ploye, and because every prolonged 
contest between labor and capital 
brings interruption to business and 
pecunianry loss to those who are 
in no way responsible for the dis- 
agreement, society in general is 
even more interested than employ- 
ers or employes. 
The desire for 


justice is so universal that the pub- 
lic can be depended upon to sup- 
port the finding of an impartial 
board of aibitration as certainly a? 
it can to support the successful con- 
testant in a law suit. The court of 
arbitration is one of the certainties 
of the future and when it is se- 
cured and perfected, we shall won- 
der why its coming was delayed so 
long. 


The black-list, by means of which 


employers combine to deprive the 
discharged workman of re-employ- 
ment, is one of the more recent 
menaces to the laboring man. The 
independence of the wage-earner 
decreases as the difficulty of obtain- 
ing employment increases, and the 
skilled workman whose life has 
been spent in acquiring efficiency in 
a certain trade or occupation, (be- 
comes practically the chattel of the 
employer if every opportunity to 
make use of his experience is closed 
by agreement between employers. 


The laboring man is also inter- 


ested in legislation prohibiting ori- 
ental immigration. It is unfair to 
the American workman, who is the 
foundation of the nation's wealth in 
time of peace and its defense in 
time of war, to subject him to the 
danger of having* his occupation 
given to an oriental laborer, often 
brought in by contract, who has 
no permanent interest in our gov- 
ernment. 
If the Asiatics come 


here, work for a few years, live on 
a lower scale, and then carry home 
the net proceeds of their toil, the 
drain upon our money supply will 
be similar to that caused by land- 
lordism in other countries. The 
political objections to oriental labor 
are scarcely less weighty than the 
economic ones. Race prejudice can- 
not be disregarded, and we have 
seen how, in every industrial de- 
pression, race animosities result in 
riot and bloodshed* We cannot af- 
ford to bring into . this country 
those who cannot amalgamate with 
our people. 


The attempt to use the injunction 


of a court to deprive the laboring 
man of trial by jury should alarm 
all our people, £91- -while the wage- 
earner is the first to feel its effects, 
the principle which underlies gov- 
ernment "by injunction is so far- 
reaching that no one can hope to 
escape ultimately. The thing for- 
bidden by an injunction would 
without the injunction be either 
legal or illegal. 
If it would be 


legal, the judge usurps the func- 
tion of the legislature when he for- 
bids it. If it would be illegal, the 
injunction of the court is unneces- 
sary, for any one who violates the 
law can, upon conviction, be made 
to suffer the penalties prescribed for 
such violation. The meanest thief 
and the most brutal murderer are 
entitled to trial -by jury; why 
should this right be denied the 
laboring man? Those who oppose ' 
government by injunction are not 
in favor of lawlessness; they are* 
on the contrary, the best friends of 
law and order. They deny the right 
of any man to violate the law in an 
effort to advance his own interests, 
but they insist that it is inconsis- 
tent with our ideas of government 
and dangerous to all classes to in- 
vest any judge with the three-fold 
power, first, to make the laws; sec- 
ond, 
to bring accusation against 


those charged with the violation of 
the laws, and third, to sit in judg- 
ment upon the anti-injunction bill, 
endorsed by the Chicago platform, 
passed the senate without a yea and 
nay vote being demanded, and since 
that time no party platform has 
specifically endorsed governmen t 
by injunction and no prominent 
member of any party has entered 
upon a defense of the system; and 
yet corporate influence is so strong 
that it has thus far been impossi- 
ble to secure any remedial legisla- 
tion. The fact that United States 
senators are elected by legislatures 
rather than by the people directly 
lessens the laboring man's influence 
in securing favorable federal legis- 
lation. 


When the action 
of a political 


convention must be*submitted to 
the voters for ratification at the 
polls the convention is constrained 
to nominate a candidate acceptable 
to the people, but when a senator 
is chosen by a legislature the in- 
dividual voter is far less considered. 
Even when direct bribery is not 
employed, the 
indirect influence 


which corporations can exert is re- 
sorted to, and mere frequently still 
money is secretly used to aid legis- 
lative candidate^ in close districts. 


Such obligations are usually repaid 
iu the caucus, and, as a rule, the 
majority in the caucus controls the 
party which has the selection of 
the senator. If this question was 
submitted to the voters, the ma- 
jority in favor of the election of 
senators by direct vote of the peo- 
ple would be overwhelming, and 
yet partisanship 
has delayed the 


adoption of this amendment. The 
people submit to policies 
which 


they do not like rather than secure 
improvement by change in party 
affiliations* 


The laboring man favors direct 


legislation wherever practicable for 
the same reason that he favors the 
election of 
senators'' by popular 


Direct legislation brings the gov- 


ernment iieaier to the voter. There 
is more virtue in the people than 
ever finds expression through their 
representative. To hold that a rep- 
resentative can act for the people 
better than they can act for them- 
selves is to assert 
that he is as 


much interested in the people as 
they are themselves, and that his 
wisdom is greater than the com- 
bined wisdom of the majority of 
the people. Neither proposition is 
sound. 
Most, if not all, of 
the 


evils complained of in government 
are traceable to the fact that the 
representative of the people 
has 


personal interests at variance with 
the interests of his constituency. 
Corruption in municipal, state and 
federal governments is due to the 
misrepresentation of the people by 
public servants, who use their po- 
sitions for private advantage. The 
people should have an opportunity 
to vote on public questions when 
those questions can be submitted 
without too great inconvenience 
and expense. 
But the 
laboring 


man is even interested in the propo- 
sition to establish a labor bureau, 
with a cabinet officer at its head. 
Such a bureau would keep the ex- 
ecutive in constant touch with the 
wage earners of the country and 
open the way to the redress of their 
present and future grievances. 
If 


labor is given a place in the presi- 
dent's oflScial household, the man 
selected 
will 
necessarily 
be a 


worthy and trusted representative 
of the people for whom he speaks, 
and his presence at cibinet meet- 
ings will give to those who toil for 
their daily bread 
assurance that 


their interests 
will be properly 


guided. 


Mr. Gompers, the chief executive 


of the Federation of Labor, has, in 
his correspondence with the secre- 
tary of the treasury, so ably pre- 
sented the laboring men's reasons 
for opposing a gold standard and 
a national bank currency that it is 
not necessary to discuss those ques- 
tions at this time. 


The laboring man has abundant 


reason to fear 
the 
trusts, 
Mr. 


Charles R. Flint, in a speech de- 
livered in Boston more than a year 
ago, 
in defense of 
the 
trusts, 


frankly asserts that one of the ad- 
vantages of these combinations is 
that "in case of local strikes or 
fires the work goes on elsewhere, 
thus preventing serious loss." Is 
it possible that any wage earner 
can fail to see how completely the 
trusts places the employe at the 
mercy of the employer? 


The resolutions adopted by var- 


ious labor organizations 
in con- 


demnation of militarism and im- 
perialism justify me in making a 
brief reference to those questions. 
No class contributes more thfin the 
laboring class, in proportion to its 
numbers, to the rank and file of 
the army; no class contributes more 
in proportion to its numbers to the 
expense of the army, and no class 
is more menaced by the existence 
of a large army. Most of the coun- 
tries in Europe which 
maintain 


large military establishments col- 
lect an income tax, which adjusts 
the burden of the government to 
the income of the citizen. 
Here 


our federal taxes are largely col- 
lected upon the consumption, and 
while they are income taxes in the 
sense that they must be paid out 
of the incomes of the people, yet 
the exemptions are proportionate to 
the income. The taxes upon con- 
sumption 
bear heaviest upon the 


poor and lightest upon the rich, 
and are, in fact, graded income 
taxes, the per cent, collected de* 
creasing as the income increases, 


If this nation adheres to the doc- 


trine that governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of 
the governed, and the people have 
an easy and ready means of cor- 
recting all abuses, the government 
-will not need to be supported by a 
largs permanent army, for every 
citizen will be ready to defend such 
a government from attack. 
The 


only domestic use for a large stand- 
ing army is to suppress by force 
that discontent which should be 
cured by legislation. 


To support a permanent army of 


100,000 men 
requires 
approxi- 


mately one-half as much money as 
is annually expended for educa- 
tion in the Tnited tSates. How 
much cheaper it is to uplift people 
by the gentle and peaceful process 
of intellectual development than to 
blow them up with 
powder and 


dynamite? 


Imperialism involves a departure 


from principle which were univ*r- 


accepted in this ooiptry until 


withiu two years ago. 
To know 


that all men are created equal one 
needs not the wisdom of a sage or 
the learning of the schools. 
It 


was declared to be a self-evident 
truth; it was evident to those who 
pledged their lives to the mainten- 
ance of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and it is evident still to 
those who are not blinded by this 
glamor of wealth and the glitter- 
ing promises of a colonial system. 
If all men are created equal and en- 
dowed with inalienable rights, it 
follows as a logical and a necessary 
sequence that governments 
were 


instituted for the welfare of all 
and derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed. On 
the preservation of this doctrine 
our hopes depend; if it is aban- 
doned there is no foundation upon 
which a government like ours can 
be constructed. Do not allow your- 
selves to be deceived by those who 
question the capacity of this peo 
pie or that people for self-govern 
ment. Macauley, in his essay on 
John Hilton, points out the folly 
of attempting to prepare people foi 
self-government by denying them 
the right to participate in thei: 
own government. He said: 


"Many politicians of our time an 


in the habit of laying it clown as a 
self-evident proposition that 
no 


people ought to be free until they 
are fit to use their freedom. 
The 


maxim is worthy of th* fool in th- 
old story who resolved not to g< 
into the water until he had learned 
to swim. 
If man are to wait fo 


liberty until they become wise am 
good in slavery, they may indee< 
wait forever/' 


When I say that those who dis- 


trust the capacity of the people for 
self-government tend directly to- 
ward monarchy, I am only repeat- 
ing what Lincoln deliberately de- 
clared in his first annual message 
He said: 


"Monarchy itself is sometimes 


hinted at as a possible refuge from 
the power of the people. In my 
present position I could scarcely 
be justified were I to omit raising 
a warning voice against the ap- 
proach of returning despotism. 
It 


is not needed nor fitting here that 
a general argument should bs made 
in favor of popular ' institutions; 
but there is one point, with its con- 
nections not so hackneyed as most 
others, to which I ask brief atten- 
tion. It is the effort to place cap- 
ital on an equal footing with, if 
not above labor, in the structure 
of government. No men living are 
more worthy to be trusted than 
tboE's who toil up from poverty; 
no:ie l-£ft inclined to t~>kp PV toufh 
pv.o-ht wh:ch th~y IMVG i»nf hows*- 
ly ei met!

The warning is even more needed 


now than it was forty years ago. 
The Army and Navy Journal is al- 
ready justifying the colonial idea, 
and declaring that fate has decreed 
for us a destiny in which an im- 
perial executive, free from the re- 
straints of a written constitution, 
will govern subjects according, to 
his own pleasure. 
The United 


States Investors Review, published 
in 'Boston, in its issue of July 28, 
says: 


"Only a blind person can fail to 


see that transformations 
of one 


kind or another are in store for our 
race; hence the folly of asserting 
that the policy of this country 
which is destined to play such a 
leading part in human affairs of 
the future, shall be governed for 
the most part by political maxims 
uttered more than a hundred years 
ago. The greatest evil which now 
confronts 
this republic is 
the 


clamor raised by a certain faction 
for a settlement of our problems of 
state by just such a method as we 
have been deprecating. Consider- 
ably more than a century ago a car- 
tain notable declaration was made 
in this country to the effect that all 
men ought to be -free and indepen- 
dent. This is merely a generaliza- 
tion of the French school of Vol- 
taire and the encyclopediasts. It 
is a dictum 
absolutely lacking 


foundation in history and. incapable 
of syllogistic justification. It was, 
however, a handy phrase for -us to 
employ when asserting our right 
to break away from the mother 
country; it suited the exigencies of 
our situation in 1776 «$*&lr 
though in itself but a bit t>f subli- 
mate demagogism. 
The declara- 


tion was a serviceable means to the 
end that was at that time desired. 
To bring forward this declaration 
in this year, 1900, in connection 
with our treatment of the Filipinos 
and the Cubans, is as gross an ab- 
surdity as ever was practiced. To 
do so is to offer an insult to the 
intelligence of the people who first 
subscribed to the declaration in 
question." 


But why quote from newspapers 


as to what may (be done hereafter 
in the presence of a law already 
enacted which makes subjects of 
the Porto Ricans, withdraw! from 


them the guarantees 6f the 
tution and asserts the power of the 
president and congress to govern 
them without their consent and tax 
them 
without 
representation—a 


power as unlimited and tyrannical 
as was ever asserted or exercised 
by any ruler in all the history of 
the human race. This doctrine has 
not yet been approved by the peo- 
ple; it furnishes the supreme ques- 
tion of the present campaign. Iu 
the presence of these perils the la- 
boring man has a responsibility 
commensurate with his opportun- 
ity. 
Without a large percentage of 


the laboiing vote no party can win 
an election in the United States. 
The men who work for -wages cart 
by thi owing their votes on .the one 
side or the other determine the pol- 
icy of this country. They need n<xt 
march 'in! -parades; -they -need* nt>t 
adorn themselves with the insignia 
of any party, but on election day 
their silent ballots can shape th3 
destiny of this nation, and either 
bring the government back to its 
ancient landmark or turn it into 
the pathway followed by empires 
of the old world. 


GOVERNOR ROOSEVELT. 


Governor Theodore Roosevelt's is in 


part as follows: 


By far the greatest problem, the 


most far-reaching- in its stupendous 
importance, is that problem, or 
rather, that group of 
problems, 


which we have grown to speak of 
as the labor question. It must al- 
ways b3 a peculiar privilege for 
any thoughtful public man to ad- 
dress a body of men predominately 
composed of wage-workers, for the 
foundation of our 
whole 
social 


structure lests upon the material 
and moral well being, the'intelli- 
gence, the foresight, the sanity, the 
sense of duty and the wholesome 
patriotism of 
the 
wage-worker. 


This is doubly the ease now; for, 
in addition to each man's individ- 
ual action, you have learned the 
great lesson of acting in combina- 
tion. 
It would be impossible to 


overestimate the far-reaching in- 
fluence of, and on the whole, the 
amount of good done through, your 
association* In addressing you the 
one thing that I wish to avoid is 
any mere glittering generality, any 
more high-sounding 
phraseology, 


and, above all, any appeal whatso- 
ever made in a demagogic spirit, 
or in a, spirit of mere emotionalism. 
When we come to dealing with our 
social and industrial needs, reme- 
dies, rights and wrongs, a ton of 
oratory is not worth an ounce of 
hard-headed, kindly common sense. 


The fundamental law of healthy 


political life in this great republic 
is that each man shall in deed and 
not merely 
in word be 
treated 


strictly on his worth 
as a man; 


that each shall do full justice to 
his fellow, and in return shall ex- 
act full justice from him. 
Each 


group of men has its special inter- 
ests; and yet the higher, the broad- 
er and deeper interests are those 
which apply to all men alike; for 
the spirit of brotherhood in Amer- 
ican citizenship, when rightly un- 
derstood and rightly applied, is 
more important than aught 
else. 


Let us scrupulously guard the spe- 
cial interests of the wage-worker 
the farmer, the manufacturer and 
the merchant, giving1 to each man 
his due and also seeing that he does 
not wrong his fellows; but let us 
keep ever clearly before our minds 
the great fact that; wher^ the deep • 
est chords are touched, -'the inter- 
ests of all are alike aad must be 
guarded alike. 


We must beware of any attempt 


to make hatred in any form the 
basis of action. Most emphatically 
each of us needs to stand up for 
his own rights; all men and all 
groups of men are hound to retain 
their self-respect, and demanding 
the same respect from others to fcee 
that they are not injured and -that 
they have ^secured to them the full- 
est liberty of thought and action. 
But to feed fat a grudge against 
others, while it may or may -not 
harm them, is sure in the long run 
to do infinite harm 
to the man 


himself. 


The more a healthy American sees 


of one's 
fellow 
Americans 
the 


greater grows his conviction that 
our chief troubles come from mu- 
tual misunderstandings, from fail- 
ure to appreciate 
one another's 


point of view. In other words, the 
great^need is fallow feeling, sym- 
pathy, brotherhood, and all this 
naturally comes by association. 
It 


is, therefore; of vital importance 
that there should be such associa- 
tion. The most serious disadvant- 
age to city life is the tendency of 
each man to ^eep isolated in hig 
own little set and to look upon the 
vast majority of his fellow-citizens 
indifferently, so that he soon comes 
to forget that they have the same 
red blood, the same love and hate, 
the same likes and dislikes, the 
same desires for good, 
and the 


same 
perpetual 
tendency, 
ever 


needing to be check and corrected, 
to lapse from good into evil. 
If 


only our people can be thrown to- 
gether where they net on a common 
ground, with the same motives and 
have the same objects, we need not 
have such fear of their failing to 
acquire a general respect for one

SPEAK TO LABOR 


(Continued From Second Page.) 


another and with such respect must 
finally come fair play for all. 


Our 
prime need as a nation is 


that every American should under- 
stand and work with his fellow- 
citizens, getting into touch 
with 


them, so that by actual contact he 
may learn that fundamentally he 
and they have the same interests, 
needs and aspirations., 


Of course, different sections of 


the country have different neec 
The grayest questions that are be- 
fore us, the questions that are for 
all time, affect us all alike. But 
there are separate needs which af- 
fect separate gioups of men, just 
as there are separate needs which 
affect eanch individual man. It is 
just as unwise to forget the one 
fact as it is to forget the other. 
The specialization of our modern 
industrial life, its high 
develop- 


ment and complex character, means 
a corresponding specialization in 
needs and interests. 
While we 


should, so long as we can safely 
do so, give to each individual the 
largest possible liberty, a liberty 
which necessarily includes initia- 
tive and lesponsibility, 
yet 
we 


must not hesitate to interfere when- 
ever it is clearly seen that harm 
comes from excessive individual- 
ism. 
We cannot afford to be em- 


pirical one way or the other. 
In 


the country districts the surround- 
ings are 
such 
that a man can 


usually work out his own fate by 
himself to the best advantage. In 
our cities, or where men congre- 
gate in masses, it is often neces- 
sary to work in combination; that 
is, through associations, and here 
it is that we see the great good 
conferred by labor organizations, 
by trade unions. 


Of course, if managed unwisely, 


the very power of such a union or 
oranization makes it capable of 
doing much harm; but, on 
the 


whole, it would be hard to over- 
estimate the good these organiza- 
tions have done in the past, and 
still harder to estimate the good 
they 
can do in the future if 


handled 
with 
resolution, 
fore- 


thought, honesty and sanity. 


It is not possible to lay down a 


hard and fast rule, logically per- 
fect, as to when the state shall, 
and when the individual shall be 
left unhampered and unhelped. 


We have exactly the same right 


to regulate the conditions of life 
and work in factories and tene- 
ment houses that we have to regu- 
late fire escapes and the like in 
other houses. In certain communi- 
ties the existence of a thoroughly 
efficient department of factory in- 
spection is just as essential as the 
establishment of a fire department. 
How far we shall go in regulating 
the hours of labor, or the liabili- 
ties of employers, is a matter of 
expediency and each case 
must 


be 
determined 
on its 
own 


merit, exactly as it is a matter of 
expediency to determine what so- 
called "public utilities" the com 
munity shall itself own, and what 
ones it shall leave to private or 
corporate ownership, securing to it- 
self merely the right to regulate. 
Sometimes one course is expedient, 
sometimes the other. 


I thank you for listening to me. 


/ I have come here to-day not to 


preach to you, but partly to tell 
you how these matters look and 
seem to me, and partly to set forth 
certain facts which seem to me to 
show 
the essential community 


that (theie is among 
all 
of 


us who strive in good faith to do 
our duty as American 
citizens. 


No man can do his duty who does 
not work, and the work may take 
many different shapes, mental and 
physical; but of this you can rest 
assured that this work can fee done 
well for the nation only when each 
of us approaches his separate task 
not only with the determination to 
do it, but with the knowledge that 
his 
fellow, 
when he 
in 
his 


turn does his task, has 
funda- 


mentally the same rights and the 
same duties, and that while each 
must work for himself, yet that 
each must also work for the com- 
mon welfare of all. 


On the whole we shall all go up 


or go down together. Some may 
go up or go down further than 
others, but disregarding special ex- 
ceptions, the rule is that all must 
have to share <in common something 
of whatever adversity or whatever 
prosperity is in store for the nation 
as a whole. la the long run each 
section ctf the community will rise 
or fall as the community rises or 
falls. If hard times come to the 
nation, whether aa the result of 
natural causes or Ibecause they are 
invited by our own folly, all of us 
will suffer. Certain of us will suf- 
fer more and others less, but all 
will suffer somewhat. 
If on the 


other hand, Providence and our own 
energy and good sense bring pros- 
perity to us, all will share in that 
prosperity. We will not all share 
alike, but something tach one of us 
will get. Let us strive to make the 
conditions of life such that as near- 
ly as possible each man shall re* 
celve the share to which he is hon*!

FORTUNES TO BE MADE. 


Mr. Huntington was of the opin- 


ion that the field of chemistry ap- 
plied to commercial ends offered the 
greatest of the opportunities proba- 
bly for amassing wealth which will 
open up in this country in the twen- 
tieth century. 
The great fortunes 


from the development of the trans- 
portation business have been made, 
Hereafter there is to be more and 
more distribution of those fortunes. 
But Mr. Huntington not long ago 
said that if a chemist were to make 
a discovery of some combination 
that would take the place of rubber 
he would have at his h&nd a fortune 
quite as great as that 
gained by 


Bessemer when he 
discovered his 


Cheap process of making steel. 
In 


fact, Mr. Huntington declared that 
if he were a younger man, or were 
beginning today hia career, he would 
go to Africa or South America and 
undertake the cultivation of rubber, 
while at the same time he would 
kfeep in close alliance with all the 
chemists, with the hope that they 
might be abl* to make artificial rub- 
ber. 


So, too, he said that the chemist or 


the botanist who was able to discover 
in some leaf or shrub or annual plant 
just the qualities that are in spmce 
timber and by a chemical or scientific 
process, of which he had the trade 
mark or the secret, was able to de- 
liver a pulp to paper manufacturers 
as good as that of sprutte timber, 
would not wait long for wealth or 
enormous wealth, and 
in gaining 


great riches for himself would add 
greatly to the wealth of the world.— 
Holland, in Philadelphia Frees.

THE SPECIAL ONES IN THE* ENGLISH 


PARLIAMENT. 
\ 


Th*r Are Intended P»rti«s«l*rt7 


Member* and OtJier Person* Whm 
Violate Parliament** Ow» 
Hole* and Cm torn*. 
Few persons are aware that 


land's parliament has its own special 
prisons within Its own precincts which 
are intended particularly for its own 
members and persons who violate Its 
o\^n 4igni$*. rules and customs, O{ 
course these prisons seldom are UM0 
now, 
but they have been In the past* 


and not so rery long ago, and may be 
again. 
The house of commons has 


one set anfl the house of lords another. 


The commons prison* Is a l&ne way 


up In the Clock Tower. Here are twd 
set** of prisons, intended only for the 
accommodation of one prisoner each, 
one set being a little higher up In the 
tower than the other. Each set con* 
sists of a sitting room and two bed- 
rooms, the former being a nice, com* 
fortable room about three by five 
yards, with a neat carpet and chain 
good enough for anybody. The extra 
bedroom is not intended for the pris- 
oner or for any friends whom he might 
desire to put up for the night, but id 
the sleeping apartment of the official 
who looks after him during his incar- 
ceration. This man is usually the su« 
pervisor of badge messengers, and, be- 
sides looking after his man, he is also 
his servant for the time being, and 
waits upon him just like any other. 
He never need worry himself much 
upon the question of the possibilities ot 
the prisoner's escape, for the sergeant* 
at-arms is responsible, and inasmuch 
as the only way of getting to and fronl 
the prison is by way of this sergeant* fl 
house and through it, the risk of such 
a thing ever happening is practically; 
prohibitive. 


While he is there the prfson»«gy| 


has a good time. No restrictions as tg 
hours are placed upon him, and he may; 
rouse himself from his slumbers Juflt 
when he feels most inclined and return 
to them in the same way. Practically 
the only thing he cannot do is to walk 
about outside just as he pleases, but he 
is permitted to take an hour and a 
half's exercise each morning and an 
hour in the afternoon on the terrace 
of the house, and the terrace, broad 
and long and with its splendid outlook 
upon the river, Is by no means a bad 
place to take exercise. If he were left 
entirely unguarded, the prisoner might 
dive into the river and swim away, or, 
what would be simpler, hail a passing 
boat So, just for precaution's sake, a 
couple of 
officers 
accompany him 


while he takes these breaths of fresh" 
air. 


He goes on Sunday to the church In 


Vincent square, and on these occasions 
also he has a couple of innocent looking 
attendants. 


Moreover, there is no question of fid 


many ounces of bread and meat, but If 
he has the money to pay for it he may 
feed himself upon the choicest viands 
that the most cultured palate could 
suggest The house of commons has A 
first class restaurant, where the hungry; 
M. P. may dine as well as he could any- 
where in London. Each day the dishes 
which the kitchen has prepared are 
indicated on a menu which is brought 
up to the prisoner, and be ticks off any- 
thing for which he feels a fancy, and 
It is brought to him. The only draw- 
back from his poinfcof view is that tha 
bill is presented to him just as it woultt 
be anywhere else, and in tbe event of 
his refusing to pay up he would eventn* 
ally be served with a court summons. 


Among the occupants of the Clock 


Tower have been the late Charles 
Bradlaugh, who found himself con- 
signed thither on account of a little 
difference with Mr. Speaker on the 
subject of the parliamentary oath. 
When Northampton returned Mr. Brad- 
la ugh to parliament he was not allow- 
ed to take the oath nor the substituted 
process known as affirmation. 
Mr. 


Bradlausb, however, secured a New 
Testament and took a self administer- 
ed oath, after which he proceeded to 
the next step of signing the roll. He 
refused to withdraw when the speaker 
requested him to do so, and conse- 
quently 
the sergeant-at-arms took 


charge of him, and to the Clock Tower 
prison he went 


When the erection of the Tower 


bridge was being considered, a state- 
ment was made that the Tower bridge 
bill comitiittee was subject to bribery 
and corruption— a serious charge. Two 
men responsible for it were pronounced 
to have committed a breach of privi- 
lege, for the house Is very sensitive 
upon such matters, and the speaker is- 
sued a summons for their appearance. 
One of them, Mr. Ward, gave himself 
up without delay, and he got seven 
days lo the Clock Tower prison. The 
other offender, after a little delay, was 
cnptured and was for a brief period 
housed at Newgate, 


The first M. P. imprisoned In tha 


present bouse of commons was W* 
Smith O'Brien. One day in 184C he 
committed contempt of the house by 
declining to sit upon a certain commit- 
t&H' £dt)so<fue*tiy he was sent to pris- 
on during the few weeks that the com- 
mittee deliberated. This time, how- 
ever* he was not sent to the Clocfc 
Tower prison, which was not finished, 
but did bis durance in the cellar of the 
house*

This 
boiler Thrill be ejected at Sunflower, 
Ala., a town on the Southern rail- 
way, fifty miles north of Mobile, 
where (Mr. Hpruing is moving his 
saw mill. While the foundry, black* 
smith and machine departments of 
the Bass works are well 
supplied 


with orders, there is a scarcity of 
them in the boiler department and 
orders are, therefore, veiy acceptable 
just at this time* The machine and 
blacksmith rooms have work enough 
on hand to keep the men employed 
for a long time, even if no more or- 
ders are taken. 


AN IMPORTANT EXTENSION. 


Announcement has been made that 


the Builington's new line between 
Alliance, Neb., and Brush, Col., will 
be formally opened to general traffic 
September 15. The new branch, is 
149.69 miles long, 'and is laid with 
eighty-five-pound steel rails. It will 
make a short route between Denver 
and the rich mining districts of South 
Dakota and Montana. The new line 
connects with the system's Guernsey 
extension at Northport, Neb,, and 
practically opens up a new trans 
continental Railway between ColDrado 
and points in Montana, Washington 
and the north Pacific coast. Tinder 
existing conditions the Burlington's 
traffic between Denver and the Black 
hills must be handled by way of Lin- 
coln, The new cut-off will reduce the 
present distance 673 miles. A pas- 
senger will be able to leiave Deadwood 
in the morning and reach Denver the 
same night The new line will be 
of marked importance to the lumber 
and shingle interests of the Puget 
sound district, as it will open up a 
new market. This trade is now to a 
great extent shut off from the Col- 
orado markets because of the long 
haul. 


CINCINNATI-CHICAGO LINE. 


While it is claimed that the Cin- 


cinnati, Richmond and Muncie road 
is to be an independent company, in- 
dications point to arrangements 
which will make it a part of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton and 
the Chicago & Erie's new route be- 
tween the Windy City and the Queen 
City, 
The civil "engineer has com- 


pleted his map of the new route and 
it shows that direct connection with 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
is made at a point eighteen miles 
northwest of Hamilton, 0., the place 
being called Cottage Grove. From 
Cottage Grove north to Richmond, 
eighteen miles, and thence north- 
west to Muncie, Marion and Ro- 
chester, the line makes connection 
with the Erie, thus giving a new 
direct line between dnicago and 
Cincinnati, and one that is said to 
be considerably shorter than 
any 


other route.

New York, Sept. 3.—The Herald

Pekin, Aug. 20, via Shanghai, Bun- 


day.—Three more members of the 
tsung U yomen have "been executed 
by the empress. They are Hen Tun, 
a member of the imperial secretariate; 
Li Shan, a friend of the foreigners, 
and Li Yuen Yuan. They were put 
to death just "before the arrival of 
the allied forces. 


Yesterday was quiet in the section 


allotted to Americans. Its condition 
is in great contrast to that of the 
other foreign sections, where thiev- 
ing continues. The credit is due to 
General Chaffee's excellent proclama- 
tion forbidding looting and offering 
fair pay for provisions. 


It has been ascertained that '.he 
positions held by the legationers 
during their siege were undermined 
*by the boxers and in few days more 
the mine -would have been sprung. 


Pekin, Aug. 22, via Shanghai, Sun- 


day.—'According to numerous reports 
the many thousands of boxers who 
•were scattered on the arrival of the 
allies began massing to attack Pekin. 
The rumors create great uneasiness. 


The Japanese had captured 5,000,- 


000 bushels of rice and silver bullion, 
to the amount of $2,000,000. At Tien 
Tsin the Americans have captnretl 
•bullion to the value of half a million 
dollars. 


Pekin, Aug. 20, via Shanghai, Sun- 


day—Ching Shin, Ni 
Tung 
and 


Chung Li, members of the Tung Li 
Yamen, a I'D trying to negotiate with 
the generals of the 
allied 
forces, 


through Sir Robert Hart, director of 
imperial customs, in regard to pre- 
vent the destruction of tlic- innermost 
palace of the Forbidden City. With 
the same object in view, the Russians 
have occupied the palace. 


Resident Americans hope that the 


negotiations will not succeed. They 
think the city ought to be completely 
destroyed and that Na 
Tung and 


Chung: Li should be beheaded, since 
they formed part of the cabal which 
caused the murder of 
Baron Von 


Ketteler and attempted to massacre 
all of the foreigners 
and that no 


leniency should 
be shown, or the 


next generation of Chinamen will re- 
peat the crime. 


The -British forces met five miles 


to the westward of Pekin 300 boxers 
and 2,000 regular Chinese 
troops. 


The latter fled without a shot and 
the boxers followed suit, after losing 
seventy men. 


ACTION BELAYED. 


London, Sept. 3.—The difficulty of 


communicating 
-with 
the 
British 


minister at Pekin, Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald, delays the promulgation of 
the views of the British government 
in regard to its future steps in China, 
the government being unwilling to 
commit itself publicly to a definite 
decision until Sir -Claude MaeDonald 
has fully reported on the situation. 


In the meanwhile, 
heated 
anti- 


evacuation campaign continues in the 
press, but the trend o£ official opin- 
ion apparently continues favorable 
to the principle 
of the suggested 


withdrawal from Pekin to Tieu Tsin, 
tout not the evacuation of China, as 
many Russophobes, "who desire to 
confuse the issue, pretend is the pro- 
posal under consideration. 


Nothing is yet forthcoming to Indi- 


cate-what modifications or provisions, 
if any, Lord Salisbury may have sug- 
gested or contemplates, as is thought 
probable in some quarters.

ROCKHILL GIVES WARNING. 


Shanghai, Sept. 3.—William Wood- 


ville Ilockhill, special commissionei 
of the United States government to 
investigate and report on conditions 
in 
China, in 
an interview 
em- 


phasizing the importance of the har- 
monious action of the powers as a 
measure of self-defense, said: 


"If the Chinese government is able 


to break the concert of nations and 
bring about a disagreement on the 
part of any government, in such a 


ay as to secure any relaxation of 


the joint demands, all the foreigners 
in China may as well pack up and 
leave. 


"This is the very best opportunity 


to settle for all time the status of 
foreigners in China. If that matter 
is not settled now, the Chinese will 
be encouraged to persist in. their 
present policy, and the powers will 
have the whole trouble to thrash 
ver again every two or three years. 
I believe that all the governments 
are impressed with this truth, and 
I believe most of them realize that 


definite and permanent settlement 


of the status o£ foreigners and the 
establishment of freedom of trade 
ire more important to them now. 
than the acquisition of territory. 


"This 
lias been a deliberately 


ilanned: movement on the part of 
:he Chinese government to expel all 
foreigners. The decrees printed in 
:ho Imperial Gazette prove this. The 
movement has been practically suc- 
essful, since every foreigner in the 
nterior lias been obliged 
to seek 


efuge in the treaty ports. 
The 


mperial government merely utilized 
ho Boxers as convenient accessories 
o its schemes. 
"The relief o£ Pekin is merely an 


ncident of the crisis. 
The really 


mport.int work remains to be done. 
Marquis Ito, probably the bast in- 
crmed man alive on eastern politics, 
aid to me tlmt the present was the 
greatest 
crisis in the history of 


3hina and that all preceding eastern 
[uestions sunk into insignificance 
icside it. 
Are civilized nations to 


rield to the Chinese conceit of their 
wu superiority?"

)f marchers had swung round Michi- 
gan avenue into Jackson boulevard, 
Colonel Bryan and Colonel Roosevelr 
went inside the hotel, where soon 
after they sat down to a luncheon 
jiven by labor representatives. It 
was a "flag of truce" luncheon, for 
he trades union men had declared 
hat in the celebration of Labor day 
here was to "be no politics. 
While the parade was moving a 


host of people, mostly the families 
f worklngmen, gathered in Electric 
ark, -where the speeches of the day 
fere delivered. 
COLONEL BRYAN'S ADDRESS. 


Col. W. J. Bryan's speech was aa 
ollows: 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gen- 


tlemen: 


I am greatly obliged to the com- 


mittee for the invitation which en- 
ables me to participate in the cele- 
bration of Labor day tit this place. 
This day has been wisely set apart 
by law to emphasize the dignity 
of labor and for the consideration 
of those subjects which especially 
affsct the interests of the wage 
earner. 
The laboring men const! 


tute so large and so indispensable 
a proportion of the population that 
no social, economic or 
political 


question can be treated without an 
investigation of their connection 
therewith. 
But there are 
some 


questions which touch them Im- 
mediately while others only oper- 
ate upon them in a general way. 


The first thing- to be considered 


is the laboring man's 
ambition; 


what are liis aims and his purposes; 
for what is he striving? The ani- 
mal needs only food arid shelter 
because he has nothing1 but ti body 
to care for; but man's wants are 
more numerous. The animal com- 
plains wlisii it is hungry, and is 
contented when its hunger is ap- 
peased; but mnn, made in the im- 
age of his Creator, is a three-fold 
being and must develop the head 
and the heart as well- as the body, 
e is not satisfied with mere physi- 
cal existence; neither will he be 
content unless all avenues of ad- 
vancement are open to him. 
His 


possibilities must be unlimited as 
Iiis aspirations. 


In other countries and other civ- 


ilizations, men have been 
con- 


demned by birth to a particular 
occupation, placs or cnste; in this 
country, each 
man, however or 


wherever born, can strive for the 
highest rewards in business, state 
or church, and these avenues of 
advancement must be kept open. 


M"o civilization can be considered 


perfect which does not plant a hope 
in the breast of every child born 
into.the world; Hie nearer we ap- 
proach to this ideal, the better Is 
ouv civilization. 
Those who com- 


plain of existing conditions, cannot 
be put aside as disturbers of the 
pg.ice. To seel: a remedy for every 
abuse of government is more patri- 
otic than to profit by bad systems 
and then frown down 
all criti- 


cisms. There should be no antag- 
onism between thoso engaged in 
the vr.rious occupations, and there 
will be none when all recognize the 
mutual obligations which arc drawn 
between 
citizens. 
Our 
desire 


should be, not to separate the peo- 
ple into warring factions, but to 
bring them into better acquaint- 
ance and greater sympathy with 
each other. The enmity which the 
poor sometimes feel 
toward the 


rich and the contempt which the 
rich sometimes manifest 
toward 


the poor would be avoided if each 
knew the other better and botli 
were content to be guided by the 
strict rules of justice. 


The 
extremes 
of society are 


really not as far apart as they ap- 
pear. 
Thosfl who work for wages 


to-day may, under good govern- 
ment, bo employers in a few years, 
and the sons of those who are em- 
ployers to-day may in a short time 
be day laborers. Since no one can 
save posterity from the evil effect: 
of a. bad- law, all should strive for 
legislation which will protect each 
citizen in. his rights and in the en- 
joyment of the fruits of his own 
genius, his own industry and his 
own integrity. 


It is of advantage to the rich as 


well as the poor that the children 
of all have an opportunity to se- 
cure an education; for education 
widens the individual's horizon, 
increases his capacity for useful- 
ness, multiplies his enjoyments 
nnd makes him in every way more 
serviceable 
to 
society. 
Victor 


Hugo has described the mob as the 
human, race in misery. Those who 
are well-to-do have a selfish In- 
terest, nnd should feel a moral 
concern in. removing despair from 
every human breast. As misery is 
lessened the security of property 
is increased; human life is pro- 
tected in proportion as happiness 
is promoted. 
( 


Why should the man who eats at 


a well-supplied table forget the 
man whose toil furnishes the food? 
Why should the man who warms 
himself by the fire forget the man 
whose labor In the forest or in the 
mine brings forth the fuel? Why 
should the man clad in the best 
products of the loom forget the 
man whose calloused hands make 
fine clothing possible? 
Both the 


consumer and the producer are 
necessary, but of the two the pro- 
ducer conies first in point of time 
and in point of importance. Shall 
the rose bud, blooming in beauty 
and shedding its fragrance on the 
air, despite the roots of the bush 
because hey como into actual con- 
tact with the soil? 
Destroy the 


bud and leave the roots ami a 
second bud will appear as beauti- 
ful and as fragrant as the first; 
but destroy the roots and bud and 
•bush will perish. 


How can the wage earner secure 


tlmt share of the earth's bounties 
and 
the 
government 
protection 


•which he deserves? 
The associa- 


tions formed by worlcingmen have 
been productive of much good. 


The labor organization as we 


now find it is the product oE in- 
dustrial conditions. The individual 
found himself at a clisadvantagn 
when dealing with the corporate 
employer, 
and the organization 


not only enables him to contend 
for his rights upon terms more 
nearly equal, but it stimulates him 
to study and understand the con- 
ditions which surround him. 


The labor organization has been 


foremost in 
advocating 
reforms 


which have already been secured. 
Several years ago the secret ballot 
was demanded by the wage earn- 
ers for their own protection. That 
ballot lias been obtained, ami 
through its opr-rations those who 
toil for individuals or corpora- 
tions are able 
to protect their 


political rights and to use the bal- 
lot according to their own judg- 
ment. This is a long: step in ad- 
vance. 


The labor organization has clone 


much to lessen the evils of child 
labor. 
No one can visit the fac- 


tories where children are employed 
without contemplating the crime 
which is being- perpetrated 
upon 


posterity. 
If there is any tem- 


porary economic advantage in the 
employment of children of tender 
age, it is insignificant when meas- 
ured against the permanent injury 
clone to present and future gen- 
erations. 
To rob a child of its 


school days is bad enough, but to 
bend its back by a load for which 
only the adult is fitted is even 
worse. 


The labor organization has also 


contributed toward the shortening 
of the hours of toil, and it should 
not cease its efforts until theeight- 
hour day is secured. 
Approxi- 


mately one-third of the twenty- 
four hours must be given to sleep; 
if another third of the day is de- 
voted to manual labor only eight 
hours are left for eating, for going 
to and from the place of work, fcv 
the reading- of current news, for 
mental improvement, recreation, 
social intercourse and domestic 
life. 
Since the hours occupied in 


eating and travel cannot be en- 
croached upon, every hour added 
to tho day's labor must be taken 
from the time devoted to intel- 
lectual 
development, 
recreation 


and the family. 


The labor organization has been a 


consistent and persistent advocate 
of the doctrine of arbitration, al- 
though it is difficult -to see why the

COACHES

A LARGE NUMBER OF PERSONS 


WERE INJURED. 


Philadelphia, 
Pa., Sept. 3.—Hun- 


dreds of excursionist? from Bethle- 
liem and Allentown, on their way to 
Atlantic City for a day o£ pleasure 
at the seashore, were dashed with 
terrific force Into a wreck of two 
:rains on the Philadelphia and Read- 
ng railway at Hatfteld, Pa., yester- 
day. 
Thirteen lives were lost and 


nearly two score persons 
suffered 


broken and crushed 
limbs, severe 


cuts and-bruises and internal Inju- 
ries. A list of the killed and injured 
follows:

CRASHED INTO K-ILK TRAIN. 
•The wreck occurred at 0:50 a. m. 


A train consisting of two milk cars 
and two passenger coaches had just 
stopped at the platform at HatAeld, 
when, through some confusion of or- 
ders, tho excursion train of ten heav- 
ily loaded coaches dashed Into the 
roar of it. ' The excursion train was 


running at the rate of 
thirty-five 


miles an hour and the crash was ter- 
rific. 
The locomotive telescoped the 


Iwo passenger coaches and crushed 
thfin as if they were egg shells. The 
milk car immediately hi front was 
also badly wrecked. Four passengers 
on the milk train were almost in- 
stantly killed. 
Fortunately 
there 


were very few persons on this train. 


The excursion train presented a 


horrible spectacle. 
The locomotive 


wits a mass of bent and broken iron 
and firmly held the bodies of its en- 
gineer and fireman beneath its great 
weight. 
Behind the engine, six of 


the ten cars were also a mass of 
wreckage. 
The first car was broken 


n twain, and the other five cars 
were thrown on their 
sides, com- 


jletely demolished. 


K 
WORK OF RESCUE. 


Nine persons were killed in the 


irEt two cars and the others in these 
coaches were badly maimed. Many 
vere pinned down by wreckage and 
had to be freed by the liberal use of 
axes. With three or four exceptions 
the dead were killed instantly, tli 
others dying on their way to the hos- 
pitals. 
All the injured were first 


taken to a shed at the Hatfield sta- 
tion and the dead were removed to a 
barn. 


Messengers were sent to the near 


by villages for physicians and a re- 
lief train, with fifteen doctors nnd 
half a dozen nurses, was sent from 
Bethlehem. On the run from Hat- 
field to Bethlehem three of the in- 
jured died. When the train reached 
the latter place it was met by fully 
5,000 persons, all clamoring for news 
of the wreck or 
trying 
to learn 


whether or not 
loved 
ones were 


among the victims. All during the 
day people from Allentown, Catasau- 


m and other places came, pouring 
to Bethlehem, causing great con- 


fusion. 
The injured were made as 


comfortable as possible and most nf 
them are doing- well. 


NONE OF INJURED DIE. 


Philadelphia, 
Pa,, 
Sept. 3.—Re- 


ports from Betlilehpm nnd Pendleton 
are to the effect that none of those 
injured in the terrible collision yes- 
terday nt Hatfteld, Pa., on the Phila- 
delphia and Reading railway, have 
died, although several are not ex- 
pected to live. The railroad company 
had a force of men at the scene of 
the wreck early today coring away 
:he debris. 


The wrecked cars were burned and 


all evidence of the accident was de- 
stroyed as far as possible. 


Linfleld Wildoter, the agent and 


telegraph operator, at Hatileld, made 
a statement today in which he said 
:he excursion train was scheduled to 
arrive nt Hntfield at 0:57 a. m. and 
that the milk train arrived at 6:55 
The excursion train, lie says, was a 
minute ahead of time. 


It was very foggy 
and he was 


stamping tickets when he heard the 
excursion train coming. 
HR 
first 


saw it when it was about 100 yards 


orth of the station, traveling at the 


rate of about 40 miles an hour and 
it was then too late for him to do 
•uiything to avert the awful accident.

•ain which had baen falling' Inces- 
cantly for more than an hour did not 
prevent or abridge the annual Labor 
day parade in Fort Wayne this morn- 
ing, though it made it exceedingly 
unpleasant for the marchers. By ths 
time the last division had moved 
from its place of formation, however, 
the rain ceased, the sun gave evi- 
dence of coining out to participate in 
the yearly tribute to toil, and the 
march was finished in comparativo 
comfort.

May last. Since that time her con- 
dition had "been such as to cause gvava 
ipprehension. and on "Wednesday she 
suffered a severe attack from the 
malady. 
Then followed a steady de- 


cline, with only occasional periods of 
consciousness, until her eyes closed 
in eternal sleep. 


Mrs. Craw's age was 48 years. 7 


months and 25 days. She was the 
daughter of the late Hon. and Mrs. 
William Rockhill, and was born in 
this city December 7, 1851. The 
father was one of the most prominent 
and widely known of Port .Wayne's 
earlier citizens, and was repeatedly 
honored by his fellow citizens with 
public positions of trust and honor. 
April 30. 1874, at Trinity Episcopal 
church, in this city, the daughter was 
united in marriage 
to Ed-waril 
T<- 


Craw, the ceremony being performed 
by Rev. Colin C. Tate. then rector of 
the parish. 


To theni were born three children, 


two of whom died in iirfancy. The 
son, George Craw, is advertising man- 
ager for the Pettiboiie Manufacturing 
company, at Cincinnati, and arrive" 
home Saturday evening.

life's feeble spark yet "burned, the 
mother had by this time lapsed intci 
nn unconsciousness -from which shfl 
awakened only in a better world.

Mrs. Craw's entire life was spent 


in Port Wayne, and she enjoyed in an 
unmeasured decree the respect ant 
esteem of a veiy wide acquaintance 
In her nature were atlmira'bly com- 
bined those ram qualities of mind 
and heart that characterize ennolilei 
womanhood. Tenderness, gentleness 
and devotion were notably app.irenl 
in her life, and her death will sad- 
den many hearts aside from those ol 
her immediate family.

was a faithful member of Trinity 
Episcopal church and actively inter- 
ested in the various ladies' organiza- 
tions of that congregation.

SPEAK TO LABOR

burden of this reform should be 
thrown upon the laboring man. 
Surely the employer, if he would 
take a comprehensive view of his 
own interests, would be as much 
benefited by arbitration as the em- 
ploye, and because every prolonged 
contest between la"hor and capital 
brings interruption to business aud 
pecui.iai.ry loss to :those who are 
in no way responsible for the dis- 
agreement, society in general i5 
even more interested than employ- 
ers or employes. 
The desire for 


justice is so universal that the pub- 
lic can be depended upon to sup- 
port the finding oE an impartial 
"board of aibitration ns certainly 
it can to support the successful con- 
testant in a law suit. The court of 
arbitration is one of the certainties 
of the future and -when it is se- 
cured and perfected, we shall won- 
der why its coming was delayed so 
long. 


The black-list, by means of which 


employers combine to deprive the 
discharged workman of re-employ- 
ment, is one of the more recent 
menaces to the laboring man. The 
independence of the wage-earner 
decreases as the difficulty of obtain- 
ing- employment increases, and the 
skilled workman whose life has 
been spent in acquiring efficiency in 
a certain trade or occupation, ibe- 
comes practically the chattel of tin 
employer i£ every opportunity t< 
make use of his experience is closet 
.by agreement: between employers. 


The laboring man is also inter 


ested in legislation prohibiting ori 
ental immigration. It is unfair ti 
the American workman, who is th 
foundation of the nation's wealth in 
time of peace and its defense ii 
time of war, to subject him to th 
danger of having his occupation 
given to an oriental laborer, often 
brought in by contract, who ha 
no permanent interest in our gov 
eminent. 
If the Asiatics com 


here, work for a few years, live on 
a lower scale, and then carry horn 
the net proceeds of their toil, th 
drain upon our money supply wil 
bfi similar to that caused by land 
lordism in other countries. Th 
political objections to oriental labo 
are scarcely )ess weighty than th 
economic ones. Race prejudice can 
not be disregarded, and we hav 
seen how, in every industrial de 
pression, race animosities res-alt i 
riot and bloodshed! We cannot af 
ford to briny into . this count 
those who cannot amalgamate wit 
our people. 


The attempt to uss the injuuclio 


of a court to deprive the Inborin 
man of trial by jury should til an 
all our people, for while the wage 
earner is the first to feel its effect: 
the principle which underlies go\ 
eminent 
"by injunction is so fai 


reaching that no one can hope L 
escape ultimately. The thing foi 
bidden by an 
injunction 
woul 


without the injunction be oithe 
legal or illegal. 
It' it would 1: 


legal, the judge usurps the fun< 
tion of the legislature when lie foi 
bids it. If it would be illegal, tli 
injunction of the court is unncces 
sary, for any one who violates til 
law can. upon conviction, be mac 
to suffer the penalties prescribed fc 
such violation. The meanest tint 
and the most brutal murderer ai 
entitled tn 
trial 
by 
jury; wh 


should this right be denied tli 
laboring man? Those who oppos 
government by injunction arc no 
'in favor of lawlessness; they ar 
on the contrary, the best friends 
law and order. They deny the rigi 
of any man to violate the law in an 
effort to advance his own interests, 
'but they insist that it is inconsis- 
tent with our ideas of government 
and dangerous Lo all classes to in- 
vest any judge with the three-fold 
power, first, to make the laws; sec- 
ond, to bring accusation against 
those charged with the violation of 
the laws, and third, to sit in judg- 
ment upon t!ie anti-injunction bill, 
endorsed by the Chicago platform, 
passed the senate without a yea and 
nay vote being demanded, and since 
that time no party platform has 
specifically endorsed government 
by injunction and no prominent 
member of any party has entered 
upon a defense of the system; and 
yet corporate influence is so strong 
that it has thus far been impossi- 
ble to secure any remedial legisla- 
tion. The fact that United States 
senators are elected by legislatures 
rather than by the people directly 
lessens the laboring man's influence 
in securing favorable federal legis- 
lation. 


When the action 
of a political 


convention must be "submitted to 
the voters for ratification at the 
polls the convention is constrained 
to nominate n candidate acceptable 
to the people, but when a senator 
is chosen by a legislature the in- 
dividual voter is far less considered. 
Even when direct bribery is not 
employed, the 
indirect 
influence 


which corporations can exert is re- 
sorted to, and mpre frequently still 
money is secretly used to aid legis- 
lative candidates; in close districts. 


Such obligations arc usually repaid 
in the caucus, and, as a rule, the 
majority in the caucus controls the 
party which has the selection of 
the senator. 
If this question was 


submitted to the voters, the ma- 
jority in favor of the election of 
senators by direct vote of tlie peo- 
ple would be overwhelming, and 
yet partisanship 
has delayed the 


adoption of this amendment. The 
people submit to policies 
which 


they do not like rather than secure 
improvement by change in party 
affiliations. 


The laboring man favors direct 


legislation wherever practicable for 
the same reason that he favors the 
election of 
senators • by popular 


vote!' 
" 
: ' ' 


Direct legislation bring.*; the gov- 


ernment iie.iier to the voter. There 
is more virlue in the people than 
ever finds expression through theii 
representative. To hold that a rep- 
resentative can act for the people 
better than they can net for them 
selves is to assert 
that he is a? 


much interested in the people as 
they are themselves, and that his 
wisdom is greater than the com 
binecl wisdom of the majority o 
the people. 
Neither proposition is 


sound. 
Most, if not all, of 
tlie 


evils complained of in government 
are traceable to the fact that the: 
representative of the people 
has 


personal interests at variance with 
the interests of his constituency. 
Corruption in municipal, state and 
federal governments is due to the 
misrepresentation of the people by 
public servants, who use their po- 
sitions for private advantage. The 
people should have an opportunity 
to vote on public questions when 
those questions can be submitted 
without too great inconvenience 
and expense. 
But the 
laboring 


man is even interested in the propo- 
sition to establish a labor bureau, 
with a cabinet officer at its head. 
Such a bureau would keep the ex- 
ecutive in constant touch with the 
wage earners of the country and 
open the way to the redress of their 
present and future grievances. 
If 


labor is given a place in the presi- 
dent's official household, the man 
selected 
will 
necessarily 
be 
a 


worthy and trusted representative 
of the people for whom he speaks, 
and his presence at cibinet meet- 
ings will give to those who toil for 


• their daily bread 
assurance that 


their interests 
will be 
properly 


guided. 


Mr. Gompers, the chief executive 


of the Federation of Labor, hns, in 
his correspondence with the secre- 
tary of the treasury, so ably pre- 
sented the laboring men's reasons 
for opposing1 a gold standard and 
a national bank currency that it is 
not necessary to discuss those ques- 
tions at this time. 


The laboring man has abundant 


reason to fear 
the 
trusts. 
Mr. 


Clinrles R-. Flint, in a speech de- 
livered in Boston morp than a year 
ago, in defense of 
the 
trusts, 


frankly osscrts that one of the ad- 
vantages of these combinations is 
that "in case of local strikes 
fires the work goes on elsewhere, 
thus preventing serious loss." 
Is 


it possible that any wage earner 
can fail to see how completely the 
trusts places the employe at the 
mercy : f the employer? 


The resolutions adopted by vnr 


ious labor 
organizations 
in con- 


demnation of militarism and im- 
perialism justify me in making a 
brief reference to those questions. 
No class contributes more than the 
laboring class, in proportion to its 
numbers, to the rank and file of 
the army; no class contributes more 
in proportion to its numbers to the 
expense of the army, and no class 
is more menaced by the existence 
of a large army. Most of the coun- 
tries in Europe which 
maintain 


large military establishments col- 
lect an income tax, which adjusts 
the burden of the government to 
the income of the citizen. 
Here 


our federal taxes are largely col- 
lected upon the consumption, and 
while they r.re income taxes iii the 
sense that they must be paid out 
of the incomes of the people, yet 
the exemptions are proportionate to 
the income. The taxes upon con- 
sumption 
boar heaviest upon the 


poor and lightest upoii the rich, 
and are, in fact, graded 
income 


taxes, the per cent, collected de- 
creasing1 as the income increases. 


If this nation adheres to the doc- 


trine that governments derive their 
just powers from tho consent of 
the governed, nnd the people have 
an easy and ready means of cor- 
recting all abuses, the'government 
•will not need to be supported by a 
large permanent army, for every 
citizen will be ready to defend such 
a government from attack. 
The 


only domestic use for n large stand- 
ing army is to suppress by force 
that discontent which should be 
cured by legislation. 


To support a permanent army of 


100,000 men 
requires 
nppi uxi- 


malely one-half as much money as 
is annually expended for educa- 
tion in tho ITrutetl tSates. 
How 


much cheaper it is to uplift people 
by the gentle and peaceful process 
of intellectual development than to 
blow tlifim up with 
powder and 


dynamite? 


Imperialism involves n departure 


from principles which were univer- 


sally accepted in .this country until 
i 


within two years' ago. ' To know 
that all men are created equal one 
needs not the wisdom of a sage or 
the learning' of the schools. 
It 


was declared to be a self-evident 
truth; it was evident to those who 
pledged their lives to the mainten- 
ance of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and it is evident still to 
those who are not blinded by this 
ghtinor of wealth and the glitter- 
ing promises of a colonial system. 
If all .men are created equal nnd en- 
dowed with inalienable rights, il 


' fpllows as a logical and a necessary 


sequence that governments 
were 


instituted for the welfare of all 
and derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed. On 
the preservation of this doctrine 
our hopes depend; if it is aban- 
don-jd there is no foundation upon 
which a government like ours can 
he constructed. Do not allow your- 
selves to he deceived by those who 
question the capacity of this peo 
pie or that people for self-govern- 
ment. 
Mnc.iuley, in his essay on 


John Hilton, points out the folly 
of attempting to prepare people foi 
self-government by denying them 
the right to participate in their 
own government. He said: 


"Many politicians of our time aru 


in the habit of laying it down as a 
self-evident proposition that 
no 


people ought to be free until they 
are fit to use their frepdom. 
The 


maxim is worthy of tlifl fool in the 
old story who resolved not to go 
into the water until he had learned 
to swim. If ninn are to wait foi 
liberty until they become wise an 
good in slavery, they may indeed 
wait forever.1' 


When I say that those who dis- 


trust the capacity of the people tin- 
self-government tend directly to- 
ward monarchy, I am only repeat- 
ing what Lincoln deliberately de- 
clared in his first annual message. 
He said: 


"Monarchy Itself is sometimes 


hinted at as n possible refuge from 
the power of the people. 
In my 


present position I could scarcely 
be justified were I to omit raising 
a warning voice against the ap- 
proach of returning despotism. 
It 


is not needed nor fitting here that 
a general argument should bf m.ide 
in favor of popular ' institutions; 
but there is one point, with its con- 
nections not so hackneyed as most 
others, to which I ask brief atten- 
tion. It is the effort to place cap- 
ital on an equal footing with, if 
not above labor, in the structure 
of government. No men living are 
more worthy to be 
trusted than

The .warning is even more needed 


now than it was forty years ago. 
The Army and Navy Journal is al- 
ready justifying the nolonial idea, 
and declaring that fate has decreed 
for us a destiny in which an im 
perial executive, free from the re- 
straints of a written constitution, 
will govern subjects according to 
his own pleasure. 
The United 


States Investors Review, published 
in 'Boston, in its issue of July 28, 
says: 


"Only a blind person can fail to 


see that transformations 
of one 


kind or another are in store for oui 
race; hence the folly of asserting 
that the policy of this country 
which is destined to play such a 
leading part in human affairs of 
the future, shall -be governed fo 
the most part by political maxims 
uttered more thon a hundred years 
ago. The greatest, evil which now 
confronts 
this 
republic is 
the 


clamor raised by a certain faction 
for a settlement of our problems oi 
state by just such a method as we 
have been deprecating. Cnnsidei 
ably more than a century ago a cer- 
tain notable declaration was made 
in this country to the effect that al 
men might to he 'free and indepen- 
dent. This is merely a generaliza- 
tion of the French school of Vol- 
taire and the encyclopediasts. 3t 
is 
a dictum 
absolutely lacking 


foundation in history and incapable 
of syllogistic justification. It was 
however, a handy phvnse for -us to 
employ when asserting our righl 
to break away from the mothei 
country; it. suited the exigencies ol 
our situation in 1776 admirably. 
though in itself but a bit of subli- 
mate demagoglsm. 
The declara- 


tion was n serviceable means til the 
end that was at that time desired. 
To bring forward this declaration 
in this year, 1000, in connection 
with our treatment of the Filipinos 
and the Cubans, is as gross an ab- 
surdity as ever was practiced. To 
do so is to offer an insult to the 
intelligence of the people who first 
su 'ascribed to the 
dec!.". /a lion 
in 


question." 


Hut why quote from newspaper; 


as to what may <be clone hereaftei 
In the presence. of a law already 
enacted which makes subjects of 
tho Porto Hlcans, withdraws from 


them the guarantees of the const!-*; 
tution and asserts the power of the 
president and congress to govern 
them without their consent and tax 
them 
without 
representation—ft 


power as unlimited and tyrannical 
as was ever asserted or exercised 
by any ruler in all the history of 
the human race. This doctrine has 
not yet been approved by the peo- 
ple; it furnishes the supreme ques- 
tion of the present campaign. In 
the presence of these perils the la- 
boring man has a responsibility 
commensurate with his opportun- 
ity. Without a large, percentage of 
the labeling vote no party can win 
an election in the United States. 
The men who work .for -wages can 
by thiowing their votes on .the one 
side or the other determine the pol- 
icy of this country. They need not 


t march, 'inl-para'des; .they -need'.not 


adorn themselves with the insignia 
of any party, but on election day 
their silent ballots can shape tlia 
destiny of this nation, mid either 
bring the government back to its 
ancient landmark or turn it into 
the pathway followed by empires 
of the old world. 


GOVERNOR ROOSEVELT. 


Governor Theodore Roosevelt's is in 


part as follows: 


By far the greatest problem, the 


most far-reaching in its stupendous 
importance, is that problem, or 
rather, that group of 
problems, 


which ws have grown tn speak of 
as the labor question. 
If. must al- 


ways b;' a peculiar privilege fur 
any thoughtful public man to ntl- 
dress a body of men predominately 
composed of wage-workers, for the 
foundation of our 
whole 
social 


structure rests upon the material 
and moral well being, the'*intelli- 
gcnce, the foresight, the sanity, the 
sense of duty nnd the wholesome 
patriotism of 
the 
w*ge-worker. 


This is doubly the «ase now; for, 
in addition to each man's individ- 
ual action, you have learned the 
great lesson of acting in combina- 
tion. 
It would be impossible to 


overestimate the far-reaching in- 
fluence of, and on the whole, the 
amount of good done through, your 
association. In addressing you the 
cue thing that I wish to avoid is 
any mere glittering generality, any 
more high-sounding 
phraseology, 


and, above all, any appeal whatso- 
ever made in a demagogic spirit, 
or in a spirit of mere emotionalism. 
When we come to dealing witJi our 
social and industrial needs, reme- 
dies, rights and wrongs, a ton of 
oratory is not worth an ounce of 
hird-headed, kindly common sense. 


The fundamental law of healthy 


political life in this great republic 
is that each man shall hi deed and 
not merely 
in word be 
treated 


strictly 011 his worth 
as a man; 


that each shall do full justice to 
his fellow, and in return shall ex- 
act full justice from him. 
Each 


group of men has its? special inter- 
ests; and yet the hig-her, the broad- 
er and deeper interests are those 
which apply to all men alike; for 
the spirit of brotherhood in Amer- 
ican citizenship, when rightly un- 
derstood and rightly applied, is 
more important than aught 
else. 


Lei us scrupulously guard the spe- 
cial intercuts of the wage-worker 
the farmer, the manufacturer and 
the merchant, giving to each man 
his due and also seeing that he does 
not wrong his fellows; but let us 
keep ever clearly before our minds 
th2 great fact that; whei'Q the deep- 
est chords are touched,-the inter- 
ests of all are alike and must be 
gum-fled alike. 


We must beware of any attempt 


to make hatred in any form the 
basis of action. Most emphatically 
each of us needs to stand up for 
his own rights; all men and all 
groups of men are bouud (o retain 
their self-respect, and demanding 
the same respect from others to see 
that they are not Injured and-that 
they have "secured to them the full- 
est liberty of thought and action. 
But to feed fat a grudge against 
others, while it may or may -not 
harm them, is sure in the long run 
to do infinite harm 
to the man 


himself. 


The more a healthy American sees 


of one's 
fellow 
Americans 
the 


greater grows his conviction that 
mir chief troubles come from mu- 
tual misunderstandings, from fail- 
ure to appreciate 
one 
another's 


point of view. Tn other words, the 


. great need U fellow feeling, sym- 


pathy, brotherhood, 
and all. this 


naturally comes by association. It 
is, therefore; of .vital 
importance 


that there should be such associa- 
tion. The most serious'disadvant- 
age to city life is the tendency of 
each man to keep isolated in his 
own little set and to look upon the 
vast majority of his fellow-citizens 
'indifferently, so that he soon comes 
to forget that they have the same 
red blood, the same love and hate, 
the same likes and dislikes, the 
same desires for good, 
and the 


same 
perpetual 
tendency, 
ever 


needing to be check and corrected, 
to lapse from good into evil; 
If 


only our people can be thrown to- 
gether where they act on a common 
ground, with the same motives and 
have the same objects, we need not 
have such fear of their failing to 
acquire a general respect for one

Then his floors were bare, Iiis clothing 
was of tho commonest", his fare frugal, 
his amusements simple or, none at all, 
his children uneducated, .his hours of 
Inunr lonjc and arduous anil his pay 
Rinnll. Now tho average workman has 
n brusscls carpet on Ilie tlour of his 
best room, nn organ In the parlor, good 
and comfortable clothing on his back, 
and his children have as pnud :i chance 
as the children of the rich to secure a 
common school education. His hours 
of Inbor have, hcen greatly lessened, his 
wages hnve been more than doubled, j 
nnd he has uulimftcd opportunities for 
recreation and pleasure."

sonable and piggish, and so it is if Ihe 


rgument is to be limited to a compar-

Hut there, is another way of 
looking at the subject, nnd from this 
viewpoint the picture Is not so rosy.

were passed from time to time.

at this lime- (hey wore- more uf a hopuj 
than nn active working force. 


In July, 1HOU, parliament passed an- 


other labor law. This act was a vir- 
tual outlawing of the trades unions, an 
It forbndu nny agreement ninong lh<;| 
workers for the purpose uf nlteinpliiisi 
to raise, wages ur to shorten tin: work-! 
day. 
Not only were unions furbidil-n, 


but meetings of tho workers in any 
t radii nnd tho contribution of money 
for such purposes were especially pro- 
hibited. 
Punishment for violation of 


this law was imprisonment nt hnrd la- i 
bor. nml tho person furnishing tho In-; 
formation leading to conviction wns re- 
warded with tliu funds of the union; 
bctraytnl or denounced. 
i

snuffed out by law. On thu contrary,! 
they increased after tho passrrge of t l i p j 
law just referred to at n greater rates 
than previously, but they pulled I l i i i j 
man Hi; of sen-cry still more r-los-.'ly' 
about themselves, and ihcir policy o f t 
retaliation hoean.e fiercer than ever.; 
In a few years it became evident to j 
the more intelligent of the ciipif:i'is:.s i 
that ihey could not destroy the unions J 
and thnt nt torn pis to enforce, their j 
cruel and unjust laws only made the 
mutter worse, ns it iinhitieivd tin- un- 
ionists nnd Iliads them less regardful 
of tho rights of others. The laws wen: 
repealed in ]S:il, and the unions be- 
came open organizations to :i great ex- 
tent. The progress of tho labor move- 
ment, though it has met with set bad;* 
at various times, has been upward in 
England since that year. 


Tho history of tho trade union move- 


ment in the United fihitrs is similar to 
that in England. While the labor stat- 
utes have uot been so severe upon the 
union;1, It Is probable thnt thu decisions 
and r-:i;:!s.s of the courts hnvu equaled 
In severity the pniulicoK in (.Irunt Brit- 
ain during the period referred In. Up 
to within the Inst decade a majority of 
the people, outside of tin? workers 
themselves, denied Ihnt Inbor linil the 
right to organize for the purpose of j 
regulating trade matters. Today iliel 
man who holds to thnt view is the ox-' 
ception. Tills change Is tine lo several 
causes, among which nre the. Increased 
knowledge acquirod by the unionists 
nml the increasing Intimacy of tho gen- 
eral public with the objects and meth- 
ods of the unions. 
Rut probably the 


greatest of all causes making for this 
change In sentiment Is tho reeent Im- 
petus to organization nnd comliinntlon 
taken nn by the employers of lahor. 
Thin king persons now say. If enpilid 
lias the right to organize to protect Its 
interests, why has not labor the same 
right? Sun? enough, why not? 


loii.-or in the United States has boon 


slowly but surely forging ahead dur- 
ing the century Just closing, the great- 
er pnrt of its progress being the work 
of iho Inst dozen years or so.

Few persons arc aware that Eng- 


land's parliament has Its own special 
prisons within its own precincts which 
are intends! particularly for Us owp 
members and persons who violate Its 
own dignity, rules and customs. Of 
course' these prisons seldom-arc used 
now, hut they'have been iu the past, 
and not so very long ago, and may bo 
again. 
Tho house of commons tins 


one set nnd tho house of lords another. 


The commons lirisotf Is la little way. 


up Iu tho Clock Tower. Hero nre two 
sets of prisons, intended only for the 
accommodation of one prisoner cachi 
one set being a little higher up In tha 
tower than the other. Each set con- 
sists of a sitting room and two bed- 
rooms, the former being a nice, com- 
fortable room about throe by five 
yards, with .;. neat carpet and chaira 
good enough for anybody. The extra 
bedroom is not intended for the prls- 
oner or for any friends whom he might 
desire to put up for the.night, but ig 
the sleeping apartment of the official 
wlio looks after him during his incar- 
ceration. This man is usually the su- 
pervisor of badge messengers, and, he- 
sides looking after his man, he Is also 
his servant for the time being, and 
waits'upon him just like any other. 
IIo never need worry himself much 
upon tlie question of the possibilities ot 
the prisoner's escape, for the sergeant* 
nt-arms is responsible, and Inasmuch! 
as the oi^ly way of getting to and from 
the prison* Is by way of this sergeant's 
house and through it, tbe rtek of such 
a thing ever happening is practically 
prohibitive. 


While he is tliere the prlsoi 


lias a good time. No restrictions as tv 
hours are placed upon him, and he may, 
rouse himself from his slumbers Just 
when he feels most inclined and return 
to them In the same way. 1'ractlcnlly; 
the only thing he cannot do Is to walk 
about outside just as he pleases, but lie 
is permitted to lake an hour anil o\ 
half's exercise each morning and an 
hour In the afternoon on the terrace 
of the house, and the terrace, broad 
and Ions and with Us splendid outlook 
upon the river, is by no means a bad 
place to take exercise. If he were left 
entirely unguarded, the prisoner might 
dive info the river nnd swim away, or, 
what would be simpler, hail a passing 
boat. So, just for precaution's sake, a 
couple 
of 
officers 
accompany 
him 


while he takes these breaths of fresh'" 
air. 


He goes on Sunday to the church In 


Vincent square, and on these occasions 
also he has a couple of Innocent looking 
attendants. 


.Moreover, there is no question of ed 


ninny ounces of bread and meat, but If 
he has the money to pay for It he may 
feed himself upon the choicest vlnuda 
that tlie most cultured palate could 
suggest. Tho house of commons has a 
first class restaurant, where the hungry, 
M. V. may dine as well as he could any- 
where In London. Each dny the dishes 
which the kitchen has prepared nre 
indicated on a menu which is brought 
up to (he prisoner, and he licks off any- 
filing for which he feels a fancy, and 
it Is brought to htm. 'The only draw- 
hack from his point of view is that tba 
bill Is presented to him just as it would 
lie anywhere else, and In tlie event ot 
lifs refusing to pay up he would eventn- 
illy be served with a court summons.
